United States Of Indonesia 


Target Date In Danger 


Batavia, May 18.—The target ‘date for the formation 
of a United States of Indonesia, January 1, 1949, was in 
danger, a Netherlands spokesman declared in « broadeast 


here tonight. 


The Dutch delegation negotiating 
with the Republicans wanted a 
basic agreement with the Republic 
before June 1 this year to make the 
target possible, he said. 


But {hose . who had closely 
followed the negotiations and hud 
‘access to the reports had come to 
the conclusion that. this was prac- 
tleally impossible, The Linggadjati 
agreement of March, 1947, had made 
January 1 next year the provisional 
date for the transfer of soverclignty, 
but nowhere did {t say that sover- 
ely federal states would have to bo 
formed on thal specific date.
